Prudential Life Insurance Co. 
Structure Partially ~ 
Destroyed. 


FAMILY HAS NARROW ESCAPE. 


WM. OAKES, WIFE AND CHILDREN 
ASLEEP ON SECOND FLOOR. 


The Prudential Life Insurance building, 
at Collinsville and St. Louis avenues, East 
St. Louis, was partially destroyed by fire 
Friday afternoon. William Oakes and his 
family had a narrow escape from perish- 
ing in the flames. 

The fire troke out shortly before 2 
o’clock in the basement of the building. 
When the only avaliable fire company ar- 
rived a few minutes later, the flames had 
spread to the entire lower floor. 

A gre in the outskirts of the city had 
taken two of the three engine companies 
and only the remaining company respond- 
ed to the alarm. 

On the first floor of the bufiding is the 
store of the East St. Louis Provision & 
Packing Co. 

Qn the second floor are the offices of the 
Prudential Life Insurance Co., the offices 
of several physicians and the rooms 

The rooms occupied by the Oakes family 
are in the rear. Oakes works at night, and 
he and his family, consisting of his wife 
and five children, were as:eep in the rooms 
at the rear of the second floor when the 
fire broke out. 

Supposing that everyone in the building 
was awake, those working on the second 
floor descended without giving the alarm. 

It was not until the first floor was in 
flames and the engine company had ar- 
rived that Oakes was awakened by the 
smoke ard noise. 

With a shout Oakes awoke his family. 
Without waiting to: dress,and allowing 
them only time to wrap blankets around 
them, he hurried them to the rear of. the 
puilding, where a stairway leads from the 
second story to the ground. 

The stairway, with the woodwork of the 
bullding arount it, was in flames. 

Down the tottering stairs the wife and 


children ran. Oakes went last of all. 

As Oakes: reached the ground, the stair- 

way, which had swayed and cracked as he 
descended, fell in a blazing heap. 

The fire was placed un@er contrwl by the 
efforts of the departm« cht, with the ftrame- 
wark. of the buliding. which is a strongly 
built two-story structure, intact.

Steamer Collides With Iron 
Sailing Vessel. 


OFF THE PACIFIC COAST 


CRASH CAME WHEN PASSENGERS 
WERE ASLEEP. 


Steamer With Sixty of the Rescued 
People Has Arrived in Port, 
Bringing News of the 
Disaster. 


EUREKA, Cal, Jan, 3—The Pacific 
Coast Steamship Co.'s stéamer Walla Wal- 
la, Capt. Hall, which left this city Jan. 1. 
bound for Puget Sound ports, collided yes- 
terday morning with. an unknown ‘iron 
sailing vessel and foundered. 

It 18 reported that 40 lives were lost. 

News of the disaster was brought to 
Trinidad, about 3 miles north of this 
place, by” a boat from the unfortunate 
steamer, which, when it left the scene of 
the disaster, contained 13 persons, but 
when it arrived at Trinidad contained but 
seven persons. Later the steamer Dispatch 
arrived with 60. of the passengers and crew 
on buard, including Capt. Hall. 

Particulars of the disaster are hard to 
obtain at this time. The crash occurred 
eurly in the morning while most of the 
passengers were asicep. Boats and life 
rafts were launched immediately, and un- 
der the. direction of Capt. Hall and his 
crew, many of the passengers were placed 
safely on rafts and in the boats. 

Tugs have been sent from here to the 
scene of the wreck. The Walla Walla car- 
ried 36 first-class passengers, 28 second- 
class and a crew of 60 men. 

The steamer Walla Walla was one of the 
best known vessels on the coast. She was 
owned by the Pacific Coast Steamship Co., 
and Las been plying between Puget Sound 
and San Francisco for years.

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BETTER THAN MECHANISM 


Gach of the music lessons given by Joseph Hofmann to 
Dispatch readers contains something of value and interest, 
for the student of the plano and for the person who desires 
a judge of music. 

In lesson 4, which appeared in Thursday's Post-Dispatch, Herr 
Hofmann speaks of expression in playing a composition. He 
warns the student against mechanical work, giving to each note 
Invariably the exact time marked in the score. This reduces 
the performance to the rank of the automatic plano, an excel- 
lent thing in itself but not to be compared with the work of the 
living human performer wigo puts his best individuality into his 
effort. 

Iierr Hofmann tells the young student that he should learn 
to play so as to express the thought back of the musical theme, 
just as in declaiming a Shakspearean piece he would try to in- 
terpret ‘the thought rather than utter a ea of words. 

So, in judging a performance, the heater can take-this as a 
valuable guide. Technique is important, but without the power 
of interpretation from the standpoi nt of the performer, the mu- 
sic will have little power to charm. 

These lessons should be studied carefully by all young stu- 
dents of music. They are the well matured thought of one of 
Rubinstein'’s favorite pupils and contain the knowledge acquired 
from that great master of his art.

Therefore, never attempt to play that 
which is beyond you. If you cannot per- 
form a piece without apparent effort, don’t 
attempt to have your playing judged by 
the standard of that composition. 

Alwavs economize your force when p oo 
ing. Much force is often cnnapeneasile 
wasted thereby producing hard and un- 
pleasant tones. t your touch be clear 
and crisp, never sluggish. 

Do not let @&namentation bewillder you 
but seek out the song of each plece and 
sing it. Very often the student loses the 
entire mean'ng of the composition because 
of his inability to separate the real theme 
sreue the more flowery sections of the 


piece. 

In grading your tone from planissimo 
to fortissimo you must follow both the in- 
structions of the composer and your own 
judgment. 

In rns ae up the climax of either a 
simp!¢ or 2 ifficult composition it is neces- 
sery to do more than produce a creat 
volume of sound. The climax should be 
reached, in most cases gradually, and with 
cumulative force. This depends. of course, 
on the character of the composition, but 
most students seem to think that by sud- 

denly increas'ng the volume of sound to 
eS highest point they have accomplished 
the desired effect. 

Phrase for Yourself. 

It is hard to lay down any rules as to 
proper phrasing on the piano. The student 
must first yt the piece thorougnly and 
he wil) then phrase it according to his con- 
ception as to how it should be rendered.

piano playing. If the student will follow 
the advice given he will soon find an 
amount of improvement in his work that 
will spur him on to further efforts.
